The iUHurgenta, it is said, lost 15 
killed aud wounded, wiiile tlie troopa 
had five wounded aud lost. News is 
also received ihat the rrfbela have 
burueu tlie plantation Grande in the 
Provmce Pnisvto Principe, U'lougmg to 
the heirs ot Eurique tiardor. 

Majur Aiiiuo, with the forces of the 
battuliuu buurbou, fought the insur- 
gent band ot b.isilo Ciuerra, according 
to otllcial reports, ut tiieir uaiup on the 
pluntatiou ol Adaioa. near liueua Vis- 
ta, in tlie district ot Kemodius. Tlie 
iusui-geuts leit three dead uud reu'caced, 
aariyiug tUcir woanded. 

A report has beuu received that Lien- 
teuMul Culouel Tejdda has h: d a fight 
with the insurgent baud of Higiuio 
Vasqaea, which uumbered 500 iu Jatia, 
proviuue of oauiiugu de Cuba. The in- 
•argents retired with their dead and 
woQuded. Colonel Tejeda also reporte 
tliai he Ror^ised i^Oj iusoxgeut oar- 
ahryiu Bfvenea. The iiuargeuts left 
f oar dead tnoa the retreat, and lost one 
pgrieoiMr. The truope had liz woonded. 

Uoloudl Olirer reporte. that he has 
again ioaglit au insorgeni band in 
iiuiiaqiucM* and Kio Largo and taken 
three oi their oauipe, together with the 
auunnnitiou. The insurgents left npon 
the held chroe killed aud 10 wounded. 
The troopa had thiee slightly wounded. 

A ooloinn of Colonel Moriua's rar- 
prised the bauds ot Hurtago aud An- 
tonio Munea on a farm in ttagua Lajaa, 
provinoe of Suuta Clara, aooordiug to a 
report received from him. 'L'he iusar- 
gonts wore dispersed, and in their flight 
leit 11 Kiuea upon thu field. 

Six Huddied horses were taken and 
many horses were killed. Of toe troopa, 
one was killed und two woouded. 
Among the dispersed insurgente were 
many wuuuued.

Spain ArfUgm to I om'»r<l the Monry For 
tho Morn Clitiiu. 

WAaUNeroM, Ang. SI.— Ad agree- 
ment has been signed by Secretary of 

State Oluey, Minister Dnpny de Ijome 
of Spain, Antonio Maximo Mora and 
Mr. Mora's counsel, providing fnr tho 
settlement of the Mora claim on the 
basis of 11,500,000 on the 10th of Sep- 
tember nsbtt. By the agvsament the 
dalmant waives alKtomands for inter* 
est aud accepts the amount named as 
full satisfaction of cluiius. 

This agrferaent was reached as the 
result ot negotiations coiiductoi be- 
tween Minister De Lome and tieoretary 
Olney largely since their departure 
from Washington. The memorandum 
was signed one day last week, Mr. Mora 
aud the attorneys being summoned to 
New England for the purpose of con- 
sultation and to attach their signatures. 

There is only one point on which it 
app«ars possible that thers may yet be 
a hitch. The Spanish government in- 
sists that the paymeut shall be m.ide 
by Captain Uenwral Campos, in charge 
of the [^tan|ih forces in Cuba, and that 
the money shall be transferred to Mora 
or his rs p rsss u tatiyis in Havana. Mr. 
Mora does not accept this eoqditUm and 
insists that as the settlethent Is the re- 
sult of negotiations between Spain aad 
the United States, the payment 'loold 
be mada tltiMr in Sfadjld or 
iugton. 

The agreement provides that the claim 
shall be paid in Spabish gold doDars, 
which are of slightly Isss Thine than 
the American ooin. International 
lawyers say that the instructions of con- 
tained in the resdntion directing the 
state department to oolleot not only the 
priiicip.d but the interest on this claim 
is iu no !^ouHe binding and that in case 
the point is rained in any way it will be 
sufficient to show that Mr. Mora had 
the right to waive the interest.

When the mcs.sage was shown to 
Holmes, he said excitedly: 

"I knew my story that I did not kill 
tbe>girl would be confirmed." 

He brushed tears from his e3re8. "I 
Sm sorry, however, that she has made 
herself so public by telegraphing. IShe 
might as well have written. " 

Then Holmes reiterated the statement 
that he has made so often that the last 
time he saw Minnie Williams was 
when he left her at Toronto with th<4 
Pietzel children. The prisoner has 
every confidence that Miuuie WillLuns 
18 the best friend he has and feels as- 
sured that the telegram that was re- 
ceived here yesterday was seut by her 
for the purpose of showing loyalty to 
him. 

Attorney W. A. Capps, tho Fort 
Worth attorney, who has been here in 
the interest of the Texas people who 
ai-e trying to prosecute Holmes, was on 
his way to take a train for New York 
when told that Minnie Williuins hud 
been reported alive. He saiu: 

"I never thoo^t she was dead. The 
Fort Worth people think she is alive, 
but it seems mighty hard to locate her. 
She may be somewhere near bostou. 
She has many friends there. I wouldn't 
be surprised if the telegram you say 
has been recetved from her is correct." 

There the conversation' was ab/uptiy 
terminated by Mr. Capps having to 
rush off to catch the New York ex]!ress. 

Assistant District Attorney ijarlow 
would not say whether he tiiought tho 
telegi am was genuine or false. Ue ad- 
mitted, however, that he would not be 
astonished if Minnie Williams appeared 
on the scene at any time. 

Lawyer Shoemaker is inve8ti;r;!ting 
the telegram which oanio over tiie wires 
of the Western Union Tt'legrupli com- 
pany. Asked as to his belief in its gen- 
uineness, lie replied: 

"It may, or may not bo. Jly opinici, 
however, is tliat it was sent by MiiiTiie 
Williams. Holmes told me yesroni ay 
afternoon riiat he siip|)osed the giil luis 
just arrived Iroiu London, aud perhaps 
was induced to send the message to 
so;uo of his friends.

The Main Bnlldiog Nearly Oompltted 

and the Machinery Will be IB 
Banning Order in a 
Week or Two. 

Work is being pushed at the pulley 
factory. 

Messrs. Lane & Worick, the contrac- 
tors, wdl have the big building cnin- 
pleted before the time required. Thirty 
days were given them to put up the 
structure. It is now nearly completed, 
and their time is net np until about 
September 1st. 

People who have not seen the mn!n 
building have little idea as to its siz '. It 
is 126 feet long, 55 feet wide and two 
stories high. The roof is self-suppnrtitig, 
there not being a siii<:li' post c n the 
second floor. The two rooms have a 
floor spltce of over 13,000 feet. 

The m.ichinery will be ]oc:itt <l nn tlie 
first floor, and the upper room will be 
used for the painting, vamisbiug *nd 
finishing departments. 

The engine and boikr room ia loi-ated 
east of the main building, is 34 by 37 feet 
in sire, and is to be of brick. The engine 
has been received and the boilers were 
expected last night. The engino is the 
Hamilton-Corliss make, is of eighty-horse 
power, and is the only one of the kind in 
Maysville. Tlie watrr siipplx will be 
obtained from an artesian well sunk near 
the boiler house. It is 106 feet deep, 
and guaranteed to famish 100 barrels a 
day. 

The dry honse will be located south 
and a little east of the main building. 
It is to be IS by 45 feet in size, and will 
probably be built of brick.
